generously  to  the  Hospital.  .  , 

During  the  past  yea.  the  Hospital  has  suffered  a  great  loss  in  the 

departure  of  Colonel  Acland  from  the  neighbourhood.  For  twenty-four 
years  he  acted  as  Chairman  of  the  Committee,  and  during  that  period 
gave  ungrudgingly  of  his  time  and  wise  counsel.

RULES  AND  REGULATIONS. 

1928. 


1.  This  Hospital  shall  be  called  “The  Queen  Victoria 
Memorial  Cottage  Hospital.” 

2.  The  property  of  the  Hospital  shall  be  vested  in^  two  or 
more  Trustees  to  be  appointed  by  the  Committee,  and  such  Trustees 
shall  hold,  dispose  of,  and  deal  with  the  property  of  the  Hospital  as 
the  Committee  may  from  time  to  time  direct. 

3.  The  Hospital  shall  be  under  the  management  of  a 
Committee  consisting  of  the  Hon.  Treasure!,  the  Hon.  Secretary,  the 
Medical  and  Consulting  Staff,  the  President,  the  Vice-Presidents 
and  the  Trustees  (all  of  whom  shall  be  deemed  ex-officio  Members), 
together  with  not  more  than  twelve  ladies  and  twelve  gentlemen. 
The  Committee  (not  including  the  ex-officio  Members)  shall  retire 
at  the  General  Meeting  and  shall  be  eligible  for  re-election.  The 
Chairman  shall  be  elected  annually  by  the  Committee. 

4.  A  General  Meeting  of  subscribers  shall  be  held  annually. 
At  this  Meeting  the  Committee  shall  present  a  Balance  Sheet  and 
Report  for  the  previous  year,  and  any  vacancies  on  the  Committee 
may  be  filled,  and  such  other  business  transacted  as  shall  be 

necessary. 

5.  The  Secretary  or  three  members  of  the  Committee  shall 
have  power  to  call  special  Meetings  for  the  conduct  of  any  business 
that  may  arise. 

6.  The  Committee,  four  of  whom  shall  form  a  quoium,  shall 
meet  not  less  than  once  in  every  month  to  transact  the  business  of 
the  Hospital,  excepting  months  of  August  or  September. 

7.  The  Committee  shall  in  every  month  appoint  a  House 
Committee,  consisting  of  the  Chairman,  Secretary,  Medical  Officer 
of  the  month,  one  lady  Member  and  one  other  Member  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee.  They  shall  meet  when  necessary  to  settle  any  matter 
requiring  immediate  decision  that  may  occur,  and  shall  biingtothe 
notice  of  the  Committee  any  matters  that  may  call  for  their  con¬ 
sideration,  Three  of  their  number  shall  form  a  quorum.

8.  In  the  event  of  any  vacancy  occurring  in  the  Committee  or 
Officers  of  the  Institution,  the  Committee  shall  have  power  to  fill 
up  such  vacancy,  and  the  person  so  appointed  shall  hold  office  till 
the  next  Annual  General  Meeting  of  subscribers. 

9.  The  Medical  Staff,  consisting  of  legally  qualified  Medical 
practitioners  of  the  neighbourhood,  shall  be  appointed  annually 
by  the  Committee,  who  shall  have  power  to  fill  any  vacancy 
in  consultation  with  the  Medical  Staff,  or  to  add  to  their  number. 

10.  The  Medical  Officers,  acting  in  rotation  as  may  be  agreed 
among  themselves,  shall  be  responsible  for  the  Medical  care  of 
patients.  Each  Medical  Officer  shall  have  the  right  to  continue  the 
treatment  of  any  patient  under  his  care  at  the  time  of  admission. 

11.  The  Matron  of  the  Hospital  shall  carry  out  the  instructions 
of  the  Medical  Officers  with  regard  to  the  treatment  of  patients,  and 
shall  be  responsible,  subject  to  any  directions  that  may  be  given  by 
the  Committee,  for  the  management  of  the  nurses  and  servants  and 
for  the  general  conduct  and  administration  of  the  Hospital.  She 
shall  keep  a  register  of  the  patients  admitted  and  discharged,  stating 
the  reason  of  their -admission  to  the  Hospital  and  whether  cured  or 
why  discharged,  and  also  an  inventory  of  all  the  property  of  the 
Hospital. 

12.  The  General  Wards  shall  be  open  to  the  poor  residing 
within  a  five  mile  radius  of  the  Hospital.  Except  in  cases  of 
emergency  patients  from  districts  outside  this  radius  will  only  be 
admitted  with  the  special  consent  of  the  House  Committee. 

13.  An  Authorised  Letter  of  Recommendation  properly  filled 
in  in  all  respects,  must  accompany  each  application  for  admission  to 
the  General  Wards.  Except  in  cases  of  emergency  no  patient  will 
be  admitted  to  the  Hospital  unless  this  rule  is  complied  with. 

14.  Subscribers  are  entitled  to  one  Letter  for  each  guinea 
subscribed,  and  two  subscribers  for  half  a  guinea  may,  on  application, 
receive  one  Letter  between  them,  which  shall  be  signed  by  them 
both.  Letters  are  available  for  one  year  only  from  the  date  of  issue, 
and  only  for  patients  within  the  five-mile  radius,  except  as  provided 
in  Rule  12.  Donors  shall  have  the  same  privilege  as  subscribers. 

15.  The  scale  of  payments  for  patients  admitted  to  the  general 
wards  shall  be  as  follows : — 

Eor  the  poor  within  a  five-mile  radius,  per  week — 

For  adults,  10s.  Od.  Eor  children  under  12,  5s.  Od. 

These  pajmients  are  subject  to  such  alteration  as  the  House 
Committee  may  consider  advisable  in  any  special  case. 
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16.  The  Letter  of  Recommendation  shall  entitle  patients  to 
medical  treatment  in  the  Hospital  under  the  Medical  Officer  foi  the 
month  for  a  period  not  exceeding  four  weeks,  and  no  patient  shall 
be  retained  for  treatment  beyond  that  time  unless  a  fiesb  Letter  has 
been  obtained,  or  without  a  special  sanction  of  the  House  Com¬ 
mittee.  The  Letter  does  not  entitle  the  patient  to  the  attendance 
of  any  other  Medical  Officer  free  of  charge. 

17.  Patients  may  be  admitted  to  the  Private  Wards  on  the 
recommendation  of  a  Member  of  the  Medical  or  Consulting  Staff, 
and  shall  be  placed  in  charge  of  a  Member  of  the  Medical  Staff.  If 
a  patient  in  a  private  ward  require  an  operation  a  Surgeon  of 
recognised  standing  may  be  called  on  to  perform  such  opeiation. 
The  usual  fee  will  be  £5  5s.  Od.  a  week  but  may  be  altered  at  the 
discretion  of  the  House  Committee.  This  does  not  include  any  fee 
to  the  Medical  Officer  or  Surgeon,  for  which  the  patients  must 
make  their  own  arrangements. 

18.  Cases  of  urgency  or  accident  will  be  admitted  on 
application  at  any  time,  provided  that  accommodation  is  available. 

19.  The  following  cases  are  inadmissible  : — Cases  of  contagious 
fever,  epilepsy,  insanity,  any  incurable  malady,  and  normal 
maternity  cases. 

20.  The  diet  of  the  patients  shall  be  limited  as  far  as  possible 
to  an  approved  scale,  and  shall  be  ordered  by  the  Medical  Officer. 
No  article  of  food  or  drink  shall  be  admitted  for  the  use  of  patients 
without  the  approval  of  the  Matron. 

21.  Patients  may,  upon  their  request  to  the  Matron,  be  visited 
by  the  clergyman  of  the  parish  from  which  they  have  come,  or  by 
the  minister  of  the  denomination  to  which  they  belong. 

22.  The  Committee  are  empowerd  to  make  Bye-laws  for  the 
carrying  out  of  any  details  connected  with  the  working  of  the 
Hospital. 

23.  The  foregoing  Rules  shall  not  be  altered,  nor  shall  any  new 
Rule  be  adopted,  except  at  an  Annual  General  Meeting,  or  at  a 
Special  General  Meeting  duly  convened,  at  least  fourteen  ^  days’ 
previous  notice  being  given  of  the  proposed  alteration  or  addition.

The  under-mentioned  Bye-laws  for  the  use  of  the  Nursing 
Staff  have  been  authorised  by  the  Management  Committee  and  a 
printed  copy  of  them  is  exhibited  in  each  of  the  W ards. 


WARD  RULES. 

1.  Visiting  Days  are  Sunday,  Wednesday  and  Saturday. 

Hours,  2  to  4  p.m. 

Not  more  than  2  Visitors  are  allowed  at  a  bedside  together.  The  friends  of 
patients  may  come  and  enquire  after  them  at  any  time. 

2.  Friends  of  patients  are  allowed  to  bring  presents  of  fruit  or  other 
delicacies  to  the  Hospital,  but  they  must  first  ask  the  Sister-in-charge  whether 
the  patient  is  allowed  to  have  them. 

3.  The  times  of  patients’  meals  are — 

Breakfast  ...  8  a.m.  Supper  ...  7  p.m. 

Dinner  ...  12.30  p.m. 

Tea  ...  ...  4  p.m.  Prayers  ...  8.30  a.m. 

Lights  must  be  turned  down  in  wards  by  8  p.m.  No  talking  allowed  after  8  p.  m . 

4.  On  admission  of  a  patient  any  unnecessary  articles  of  clothing  brought 
must  be  taken  away,  those  which  are  kept  are  to  be  counted  and  entered  in  the 
Clothes  Books  and  signed  for  by  the  patient  on  his  or  her  discharge. 

Patients’  money  or  valuables  should  be  handed  to  the  Sister-in-Charge  who 
will  give  a  receipt  for  them  and  return  them  when  asked  to  do  so.  Under  no 
other  circumstances  will  the  Hospital  authorities  accept  responsibility  for  them. 

5.  Patients  are  to  send  their  soiled  linen  home  to  be  washed.  If  unable 
to  do  this,  special  arrangements  will  be  made. 

6.  Convalescent  patients  are  expected  to  help  with  dusting  or  any  light 
work  if  asked  to  do  so. 

7.  No  smoking  is  allowed  in  the  ward. 

8.  There  are  electric  bells  in  each  ward,  which  patients  are  expected  to 
ring  if  they  require  any  attention  at  night. 

9.  Patients  are  not  allowed  to  leave  the  wards  without  permission.  This 
will  never  be  withheld  if  the  request  is  reasonable. 

10.  Patients  who  offend  against  any  of  the  Pules  or  behave  themselves 
irregularly  or  indecently  shall  be  expelled.
